Your original communication of January 190th as well as 
your last communication of Mareh 12th, at hand. Pleuse pardon the  — 
delay in answering your letter. I have looked carefully through the ~— 
description of your coins and as we huve been very busy this tock = . 
considerable time. I also have studied carefully the contents of 
your last letter. Also, I have shown your communication to one or 
two collectors, hut can find no one sufficiently interested in your = 
pieces. As a matter of fact, we get probably far more Oriental coins 
in this country than you do in Germany, as there is a large traffic ~~ 
in these from the Orient to New York. I am very sorry to say that 
we would not be interested in purchasing any of these coins, as I 
find that we havé virtually every piece you describe. We can buy ail 
of the copper coins that we care for for a few cents each; oftentimes © 
we buy them by the pound. The same applies to the silver coins. A ~~ 
few years ago, we bought Mr. Valentine's aellection and we are now = 
negotiating for the balance, he having died in January. : 22 


Because a coin is not listed in the British Museum Catalogue does — 
not necessarily mean that it is rare. They have added as much again 
to their colleetion since their books were published. We also find 
that at least two-thirds of our coins are unpublished, and we think 
that this rule applies to nearly every collection of Oriental coins.

Your letter of the 6th is at hand, and while I appreciate 
that the price you put on the coins you sent us is in proportion 
to the whole, nevertheless the price for the whole or part is far 
beyond what we wish to pay, or what we consider a proper market 
value derived from our experience with these coins. As I wrote you, ~ 
we have thirty-five varieties; ani I think about sixty coins in all. 
These we bought from the Oliver sale, a few Gireetty from Mr.Oliver, 
a few from various channels, and a large num of the large size | 
from a Russian collector. Our records show that those ‘pought in 
private sales range from 60 cents to $1.25 each,and a few from the 
public sale of the Oliver Collection were acquired at a lesser price. 
Your pieces average roughly about $6.00 each. I have talked it over 
with our President and we came to the conclusion that we are not 
warranted in paying more than $20.00 for the pieces you sent us. 
This price, although much less than your price, is, we think, more 
than you could get elsewhere. The only Museums that would be 
interested are the British Museum and your own Museum in Berlin, and 
I note that they value these pieces less than we do, pare
